Von Hindenburg .W_Tnﬁ—llue Him Out a
Self-Sacrificing Mortal.

Berlin, March 20 (Via Copenhagen).—
Aroused by recent criticism of former
Bmperor Willikm regarding his flight
from Germany to Hollund laat fall, Field
Mashal Von Hindenberg has prepared
amnd publighed a defense of the ex-ruler's
action, After depicting the situation as
it existed in November, caused by the
weakening of the army, the doubtful re-
liability of the forces in the field and
the breaking out of the revelution at
home, the field marshal writes:

“The peaceful return home of the em-
peror then became impossible. Tt conld
only have been carried out through the
foreeful emplovment of loyal troops, and
givil war wonld have been added to the
hostilities with the encmy.

“The emperor could have betaken him-
solf to the fighting troops In order to
meet death at their head in o last attack
upon the enemy, but the armistice o
keenly desired by the people would there-
by have boen postponed and the lives of
many soldiers uselessly saerificed.
